PURPOSE OF THE ASSOCIATION 


As stated in article II of the constitution of the association, its pur- 
pose is to promote first-aid instruction and to aid in achieving safety in 
the petroleum and other mineral and allied industries; to foster and promote 
fellowship, good will, and cooperation among employees; to disserninate 
information and instruction on subjects relating to first aid and safety; and 
to cooperate with other organizations having simiiar objectives. 


DE VELOPMENT OF THE ASSOCIATION 


The association is the assess of adapting the Bureau of Mines co- 
operative plan of first-aid training to fit any number of companies or 
clants in a district instead of one plant or company. In many parts of the 
Mid-Continent oil field, operations are not concentrated; therefore, many 
of the employees in the industry are scattered over a wide area. It has 
been impossible in the past for Bureau of Mines personnel to conduct 
first-aid classes among even a small percentage of these men and their 
farnilics. The cooperative-training plan as used in the past generally 
reached the larger groups or employees of companies that could errploy 
aman to do the training, but very seldom did it reach the employees of 
the small companies. Except in a few instances it did not reach very 
small grouos of employees of many of the large ccrnpanies who were 
er.gaged on distant operations.

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Fetroleurn operaticns in Kansas are a good example of these condi- 
tions. The fields arc scattercd and rclatively srnali in area, and generally 
only 2 few employees of any one company are located in most of the fields. 
Upon ecmpletion of the first-aid class in McPherson the members were so 
enthusiastic about the work that they decided to form a small club and do 
training for nearby companies. As a result of their enthusiasm and the 
success of thcir training, the club bccaine a growing organization. 


my 


The original cLeoter had a membersiuio of 44 men from 9 companies. 


At the end of the fiscal year June 30, 1941, the organization had 494 
members in 15 chapters in 5 States. The »nembers have traincd 6,240 em- 
ployees for 341 cormpanices. This far exceeds the number that can be 
reached by the Bureau cf Mines under any other pian, with the sarne number 
of Bureau men under similar conditions. 


Most of the chapters continue to function efficiently, but, as with 
other organizations, some must be urged to creater exertion. An effort 
is rnade to have a representative of the Safety Division of the Bureau of 
Mines visit the chapters at least twice a year, or more often if he is in 
the vicinity. Officials of the crganisation visit as many chapters as their 
work will permit; much cf the success cf the work is due to their untiring 
efforts. 


QUALIFICATIONS POR MEMS RSHIO 


Any one connected with the mineral end allied industries who completes 
the Federal Bureau of Mines first-aid instructor’s course and is present 
at the chapter organization meeting is a charter or lite member even 
though he may never teach a class. Any cone who holds or has been recom- 
mended for a Bureau of Mines provisional first-aid instructcr’s certifi- 
cate may be elected to membership at any recular chapter meeting. Any 
group in a district withcut a chapter nearby, all members of which hold 
Bureau of Mines first-aid instructor’s certificates, and in which at least 
five companies are represented, may forri a new chapter and apply for a 
charter, 


Each mermber aims to teach a first-2id class each year to earna 
permanent Bureau of Mines first-aid instructor’s certificate. Each member, 
especially if he lives in an isolated section, crganizes his own class from 
among those near him, regardless of their coinpany affiliations. Each 
member also solicits men to take the training, and if he does not have 
enough for a class he gives the name or names to the secretary who arranges 
for a cless when he has enough names.

Men bersh! in Cards 


Membership cards are prepared by the national couns eclor, signed 
and forwarded to the national president fcr his approval and signature. He 
sends them to the national secretary, who signs and forwards the cards to 
the chapter secretary for distribution. This triple signing cf the cards is 
in acecrdance with a ruling of the national council to insure that only 
eligivle persons receive them. Thus far, 494 membership cance have been 
issued. 


Snaces are provided on the pack of the card to be filled in ‘by the 
Bureau of Mines Safety Division representative when he recommends the 
individual for a Bureau of Mines provisional, renewal, or permanent first- 
aid instructor’s certificate. A space is also nrovided for the national 
president's endorsement of the rerson for life membership. Ficure 3 shows 
the information contained on both sides of the rrembership card. 


Lepel Pins 


Lapel pins of the insignia have been designed by and may be purchased 
only from the national secretary-treasurer. Members may-procure them 
by sending in their order with the money through their chapter secretary- 
treasurer, Provision is made in the design fcr the insertion of six small 
diamonds. These may be ordered to be placed in the pin through the same 
procedure ~ one wnen the individual earns his provisional first-aid instruc- 
tor’s certificate and one for each time he quclifies for a renewal. Six 
ciamonds signify that the member holds or has been recornmended for a 
Federal Bureau of Mines permanent first-aid instructor’s certificate. The 
bins have also been designed so that merit bars. may be attached to them. 
Tre insignia on the chapter charter (see fig. 2) is a facsimile of the lapel 
pin with the three merit bars attached. 
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Merit Bars 


Three merit bars with engraving have been designed for attachment 
to the lapel pins, each one being as long as the diameter of the pin and 
about 1/16 inch wide. One is engraved with the words * ‘Artificial Respira- 
tion’’; another, ‘*Control of Bleeding” - and another, ‘ ‘Meritorious Act.” 
These are attached to the member’s pin at the national council’s expense 
provided he or she has been granted an award or awards by the award 
committee of the association. The merit bars are shown in figure 2. 


Awards. 


Three awards in the form of the bars mentioned above have been 
planned by the national council. Members only are eligible, and they are 
granted only for the saving of life: If by artificial respiration or by control 
of bleeding, the appropriate bar is attached; if by some other means the 
bar “‘Meritorious Act’’ is attached. Any member who feels he or she is 
entitled to one or more of these awards presents his claim at a reguar 
chapter meeting. The president of the chapter appoints an investigating 
committee. This committee interviews and obtains written statements 
from all persons concerned. The evidence is reviewed by the president of 
the chapter and with his comments attached is forwarded to the president 
of the national council who, together with the award committee, reviews 
the information and either grants the award or refuses the claim. If 
granted, the secretary of the chapter is notified to forward the member’s 
pin for attachment of the award. Presentation of the award is to be made 
by the national president, or some other national officer selected by him, 
at a regular or special meeting.

The Kansas State Council (the first State council) was organized 
November 13, 1940, and is composed of delegates from each of the seven 
chapters in Kansas. K. V. Brooks, past president of the El Dorado (Kas.) 
District Chapter No. 5 and employed bY the Cities Service Oil Co., was 
elected president. 


ADVANTAGES OF THE ASSOCIATION 


The association has pursued its objectives and has proved not only of 
real value to its members but also to the Safety Division of the Bureau of 
i fines, to the many oil companies, and to the communitics in which chapters 
have been formed. 
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The individual members have profited in that it has helped them to 
develop themselves. Their werk has been recognized by their local and 
hornae office managements, their fellow workers, and communities, and 
in several instances hes resulted in proinotion to better positions. In 
case of lay-offs or curtailment of personnel a number of the members who 
nad earned thcir Bureéu cf Mines first-aid instructor's certificates have 
been retained or transicrred. 


The Saicty Division has received most valuable assistance, parti-- 
cularly in the cooperative plan of first-aid training. It has been possible 
through the essociation, to reach men znd companies who otherwise would 
not have been reached because of the smallness of the companies or groups 
in'a locality and the distance to be traveled. Many of the classes included 
men from a number of different companies. For example, one class of 10 
members had men from & companies. 


By working through the district chapter secretarics, supervision 
of classes and arrangements for examinations are coordinated. Time is 
thus conserved which in a year amounts to a saving to the Bureau of the 
cost of several thousand miles of travel together with the per diem cost 
of that travel time. The secretary-treasurer keeps records of the begin- 
ning and completion of all classes, which the individual members report 
to him. When enough men to justify a trip are ready for examination he 
notifies the Bureau of Mines of the number of men and classes and their 
locations, and on being given a date or dates on which the Bureau representa- 
tive can conduct examinations, he notifies the instructors and makes 
arrangements for meeting places and assembly of classes. In most in- 
Stances it has been possible to have two or three classes assemble at one 
place to be given the examination Simultaneously. 


Chapter or individual members promote their own classes, and 
therefore many more men for a given time have been and can be reached, 
as they represent more companies than it would be vossible to reach 
otherwise. Many accident-prevention programs have been started or 
revived in their own as well as other companies by the encouragement 
and assistance of individual chapter members. 


The secretary-treasurer keeps records of all requests for training 
received from mernbers, and when there are enough applications to justify: 
forming a class he arranges for a place, time, material, and an instructor. 
Requests to the chapter for training by company officials who have no in- 
structors are handled in the same way. One outstanding example may 
illustrate. A district superintendent of a large company with about 60 | 
men in his district, who had not arranged for his men to go to the instructor’s 
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class, wished his men trained in a short time so as not to hold up his 
division in earning a 100-percent first-aid certificate from the Bureau of 
fines. Ee knew of the chapter in his area, so he approached its president, 
who called for volunteer instructors at the next regular meeting. More 
than enough men volunteered, and these 60 men were trained in less than 
3 weeks, | 


Many companies benefit from the promotion by chapters and in- 
dividual members of their own classes as more companies are reached, 
most of them being the small ones, who are responsible for the greatest 
percentage of accidents. For example, the members of one chapter 
taught 45 classes at various places in an area of approximately 1,000 
square miles, and men from 61 companies were renresented in one or more 
of these classes. 


The communities in the districts benefit in that the chapters as a 
unit or as individual members have entered into civie and school activities. 
They cooperate with the local police and State highway departments in 
accident-prevention programs and make safety talks in the schools and at 
clubs. Several chapters have affiliated with existing disaster organizations 
and have been assigned the duty of moving and giving first aid to all in- 
jured persons and assisting the doctors and nurses. Where no such organi- 
zation existed other chapters have started one and filed the list of names 
with the police departments of the various communities and the local radio 
station. In an emergency calls will be made by the radio station for indi- 
viduals for all members in a given community, or a general call will be 
made for the whole district, depending on the nature of the trouble. 


The members of the El Dorado (Ark.) chapter have been enthusiastic 
in their safety work. They have built an emergency trailer fully equioped 
with first-aid supplics and rescue equipment. The mayor of the city pro- 
vided a place in the central fire station to house the trailer, and members 
of the chapter are prepared to assist at disasters. For a number of suc- 
cessive Sundays this chapter also conducted a 1o- minute radio quiz program 
in first aid and accident prevention. 


PROCEDURE FOR ORGANIZING DISTRICT CHAPTERS 


When a request comes to the Bureau of Mines for first-aid training 
the one assigned to do the work determines the number of companies and 
their personnel in that immediate vicinity and then plans to conduct training 
under the cooperative plan, using the district instead of a company as the 
unit. The one who made the request can then be approached personally and 
the cooperative plan and association cxplained. If the plan is received 
favorably, the management of all the other companics in the arca can be 
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consulted and asked to have a representative group of their employees 

attend this class. After proper explanation the company making the re- 

quest usually wili assist in approaching other managements in the district. 

The number of rcpresentatives from each company shouid be about 2 for | 

30 employecs, 3 for 50, 4 for 1C0, ctc. More than this proportion from 
ony one company riay attend if it will not make the class too eee 


A central place is sclected for training the key class. During the 
latter part of the first weck ‘of instruction, if five or more companies are 
represented in the class, formation of a chapter and éffiliation with the 
association should be explained briefly. Further discussion should be had 
with individu2ls cr groups on the following evenings before the class ses- 
sions end on the tenth night time should be given for organization of the 
chapter. During the period of class training, when the various managements 
are approached about mass instruction they should be told about the 
association and the advantages of membership to them and to the Bureau 
should be stressed particularly. In the future the Bureau representative 
Should keep in close touch with the chapter secretary as well as with 
the companies regarding training and occasionally should attend sectenes 
of the chapters. 


WORK ACCOMPLISHED BY ASSOCIATION 


 Teble 1 summarizes the training done by the first 15 district chapters 
of the association, the first chapter having bven organized July 1, 1938. 
This table givos dates of organization of chapters, number of companies 
represcnted, number of members at the time the chapter was organized, 
number of instructors, classes taught, total trained, end number of com- 
panies reached during the 3~ycar period from July 1, 1933, to June 30, 1941. 


All training was iene by the instructors without remuneration, and 
those attending tne classes did so on their own time and at their own ae 


It will be ated that the chapters er are named for the town in 
which they are organized, thus indicating their location as well as the area 
covered. All chapters cover an area within a radius of 30 to 50 miles.

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FUTURE PLANS 


As the association has no dues and all work is voluntary, without 
monetary remuneration, future work must necessarily be limited to the 
present type of activities. It is hoped that the value of the work will be 
recognized and donations will be made to the national council by industries - 
or others interested, or that funds may become available in some other way. 


At present all expenses for travel, stationery, postage, lapel pins, 
etc., are borne by the members individually or by voluntary contributions 
from members. : 


Some of the plans for the future are: 


To abstract the minutes of all chapter meetings and mail a copy to 
each chapter each month. 


To provide a suitable award to the chanter that has trained the most 
men in a given time - perhaps each calendar year. 


To provide a suitable award to the chapter reaching men from the 
greatest number of companies in a given time. 


~ ‘To promote district, State, and regional first-aid contests and safety 
days. 


To provide free a lapel pin cf the association to each member. 


To provide an association pocket-card certificate where persons . 
complete the Bureau of Mines first-aid training course taught by an 
association member but are not eligible for a standard Bureau of Mines 
certificate, other than a letter, and where a Bureau representative would 
not be permitted to make a special trip to conduct an examination. 


CONCLUSIONS 


The association has proved of real value to the Federal Bureau of 
Mines, to the petroleum industry, and to individual members. The petroleurn 
industry is mentioned specifically because the pioneer work was done in 
that industry. 


The constitution is all-inclusive of the mincral and allied industries, 
and it is hoped that chapters will spread over the country and that every 
eligible activity in a district will be represented in the district chapter.
